CHINA ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT 


LARGE PAPER MILL 
PROPOSED | 


Nanking, Dec. 26. 
A forward. step designed to 
revolutionize .tho Chinese indua- 
trial producing country has been 
‘taken by the Chinese Government 
at Nanking. 


Tho Ministry of Industrics is 
now turning its attention to tivo 
new cnterprises, namely, tho 
construction of a huge paper mill 
. .fand. the improvement of. the por- 
* eclian industry. 


It is to-be noted that the imports 
of paper to China amount to 
almost $28,000,000 annually and 
are constantly on the {ncrease. 
Thousands of newspapers are 
dependent on foreign paper, most of 
which comes from Japan. There- 
foro & modern paper-mi!! is badly 
needed in China and the propects 
’ for bringing ‘one into existence 
are ‘extremely » bright. The 
Ministry of Industries, as the 
initial part of the acheme, has 
ordered experts to proceed to 
South Chekiang to conduct a 
thorough investigation of the 
production and other raw materials 
necessary to the manufacture of 
paper.

Tho country found: itself fac- 
ing two dominant issues, the gold 
standard and~- racialism.:- Upon 
the question, of racialism Mr, Hert- 
zog recently indicated ‘hia | in- 
tention of using racialism as a 
counterblast to cconomics, while 
identifying himself with the Na- 
tionalists but.not deviating jn his 
support of the gold standard on 
the grounds that its abandonment 
would depreciate gold to ita pure 
commodity value and benefit the 
mines at tho expense of tha reat 
of the community. 7 


The country, however, has 
wenrled of racial politics to the 
advantage of the South African 
party under General Smuts, which 
was strengthened by Mr. Tielman 
Roos and other dissenting Na- 
tionalists ‘who vigourously de- 
manded the devaluation jpf cur- 
reney to end tho uncertainty-which 
was damaging overseas tirado and 
to enable lower grade deposits, 
now unworkable to bo worked.at 
a profit owing to the higher cur- 
rency value of the product. They 
nro supported by the farmers and 
exporters who describe as a fal- 
lacy, maintaining the gold stan- 
dard by a system of oxport sub-
